Negro Named Senate Subcommittee Chief Clerk 

A veteran Detroit legislative aide, Ruth Dailey, 
was named chief clerk for the Senate Subcommittee 
on Refugees in Washington, becoming the first 
Negro to hold such a post in Senate history. The Sub- 
committee is attached to the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, chaired by Mississippi Sen. James Eastland. 

In her new post, Miss Dailey, sister-in-law of De- 
troit Judge Wade McCree, will schedule hearings and 
keep records for the Committee, which is concerned 
with immigration matters. She formerly served on 
the Senate staffs of Philip A. Hart and Patrick V. 
McNamara, both of Michigan. She is a graduate of 
Wayne State University. 

In another development, Dr. Gracie L. Hewell, a 
New York City social worker, was named to the staff 
of HEW Sec. Abraham Ribicoff, to assist in the de- 
velopment of a juvenile delinquency preventative 
program.

‘New’ Negro Image Gets Airing On Television 

A new Negro, who has cast off his subservient past, and 
who plans for a future of total equality, was described by 
four prominent Negroes on the second part of “One Hun- 
dred Years After” (the slaves were freed) , a CBS-TV pro- 
duction on its Public Affairs program, Accent. Declared 
Dr. Zelma Watson George, of Cleveland, a former U.S. dele. 
gate to the UN: “You can’t judge the progress of the Ne- 
gro in terms of how far he has gone. You have to judge 
how far he has come.” Dr. Kenneth Clark, psychology 
professor, New York City College, asserted: “Not the Ne- 
gro but America is faced with a problem—the problem af 
how to progress and how to survive.” The panel, includ- 
ing Ted Poston, veteran reporter, and the Rev. Lucius 
Pitts, president of Miles College, Birmingham, Ala., con- 
cluded: 1) Negroes have developed a new sense of mili 
tancy; 2) while not agreed on methods, Negroes are agreed 
that ultimate, unrestricted citizenship will come; 3) a new 
closer kinship exists between American and African Ne- 
groes; 4) the masses of Negroes are willing to talk about 
non-violence but not about love; 5) Negroes are willing to 
sit down in restaurants and airports but not to sit back 
(any longer); 6) that the real fight in America is not be 
tween blacks and whites but between good and bad people.

Seven-year-old Anthony Crawford of Atlanta died in an 
accidental drowning in the swimming pool of Dr. R. P. 
Jackson. An attempt by Dr. Jackson to apply mouth-to- 
mouth respiration proved unsuccessful. 
Negroes Sue Miss. To Halt Arrest Of Freedom Riders 
A sweeping Federal suit challenging segregation against 
Negroes in Mississippi was filed in support of the Freedom 
Riders by the NAACP legal Defense Fund lawyers in Jack- 
son. Filed by Atty. Constance Baker Motley amidst false 
reports of a split among Negro leaders over Freedom Rid- 
ers, the suit asks an injunction against Mississippi officials 
who arescurrently enforcing racial segregation of dining, 
waiting room and rest room facilities in bus, railroad and 
airline terminals in Jackson on the basis of unconstitu- 
tional local and state ordinances. The suit, filed in behalf 
of Samuel Bailey, Joseph Broadwater and Burnett L. 
Jacobs of Jackson, charges that Negro citizens rights “are 
being continually denied by harassment by officials in the 
form of arrests, fines and imprisonments.”

Cieveland General Motors officials named Harold Griffin 
to the post of pressroom foreman, making him the first 
Negro promoted to a supervisory position in the area plant. 
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WHITE CLERIC APOLOGIZES FOR 
Confused and bewildered by the treatment he received in 
Alabama and Mississippi, a 24-year-old white minister, the 
Rev. Richard Gleason, who reportedly quit the Freedom 
Riders because they were “atheists, ex-convicts and Com- 
munists,” tearfully pleaded: “I didn’t say all those things 
they had in the paper. They put words in my mouth, I 
didn’t know what I was doing.” 

Back in his Chicago South Side mission, the boyish-look- 
ing minister told how Mississippi officials hastily called a 
special press conference for him after he disagreed with 
fellow riders on their technique for staying in jail to pro- 
test segregation. 

The Rev. Mr. Gleason revealed he was also given special 
treatment by Jackson police. “They put me in a girl’s cell 
away from the other segregated white and Negro prison- 
ers and took me on a tour of the city’s ‘nigger facilities’ 
as they called it.” 

His preferred treatment contrasted sharply to the ex- 
periences of companion Ralph Fertig, a white Chicago 
social worker who was taken off the bus near Selma, Ala., 
jailed and allegedly beaten by other prisoners. The Rev. 
Mr. Gleason, Fertig and Negro real estate salesman Leslie 
Word flew to Montgomery to join the Freedom Riders. 

Fertig was arrested after he got up to give a Negro 
woman passenger a seat on the bus and then attempted 
to sit next to an elderly white woman he claimed was oc- 
cupying two seats to block Freedom Riders. 

Although threatened and beaten in Alabama and faced 
with the loss of his city job in Chicago, Fertig, the father 
of three children (including one adopted Chinese daugh- 
ter) said joining the Freedom Riders “was one of the most 
inspiring experiences in my life.”

Meanwhile, the Rev. Mr. Gleason, who paid his $197 
fine, still appeared puzzled that his statements were being 
used aS an excuse to increase new Freedom Riders’ jail 
sentences from two months to four months in Jackson. 
/ “How can I make up for what I’ve done? I want to go 
back” he told Freedom Rider coordinator, the Rev. Paul 
Brooks of Cleveland. 

“You have to believe in the movement first,” said the 
Rev. Mr. Brooks, a veteran of 10 sit-in campaigns and five 
arrests. “If you really believe in freedom in your heart, 
you don’t have to explain,” the young, 22-year-old min- 
ister concluded.

Forecasting increased non-violent pressures on segrega- 
tion—including “fly-ins” by airplanes, the Rev. Dr. Mar- 
tin L. King Jr. repeated his call on President Kennedy to 
issue “a second Emancipation Proclamation,” an execu- 
tive order outlawing segregation of any kind. “Just as the 
nation could not exist half slave and half-free, it can no 
longer exist half integrated and half-segregated,” Dr. King 
said while in New York to raise funds. 


Not Feuding With CORE, Other Negroes—Wilkins 

In Jackson, Miss., Roy Wilkins told an NAACP mass 
meeting of an unprecedented cross section of 2,000 Negroes 
of the local community: “The NAACP will not throw road 
blocks in the way of other organizations . . . We believe 
that the way to test a law is to set up a test case, includ- 
ing arrest if need be to carry it through the courts and to 
get a determination. Shock troops are necessary,” Wil- 
kins said, in praising the personal and powerful moral 
protest against injustice of the Freedom Riders. He also 
stressed the fact that the Freedom Riders encountered no 
violence until they entered a state where there was no 
NAACP. 

Yesterday In Negro History 

June 18, 1927—Mordecai W. Johnson was formally in- 
augurated as Howard University’s eleventh President, 
the first Negro to hold the office. Dr. Jesse E. Moor- 
land of the Board of Trustees, presented the symbols 
of office to Dr. Johnson. 
June 18, 1942—Bernard 
Whitfield Robinson, a Har- 
vard University medical stu- 
dent, was commissioned an 
ensign and became the first 
Negro commissioned officer 
in the U.S. Naval Reserve. 
June 21, 1932—Marshall W. 
Taylor, world champion bi- 
cycle rider, died in Chicago c 
at the age of 54. Dr. Johnson 
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Confidential: Lawmakers and top Government officials 
cannot understand why there is a dearth of representa- 
tives of Negro organizations in Washington at such a 
critical period. In other years, almost every church, 
fraternal, civic and women’s group maintained D. C. 
offices and lobbying staffs. The most publicized of the 
lobbyists, Dr. Mary McLeod Bethune, was so powerful 
she could ring the President on the phone. Today, with 
some 18 million Negroes in the U. S., only one Negro— 
the NAACP’s Clarence Mitchell—represents the impor- 
tant minority in Washington. Even the weekly press 
strength has dwindled until only three Negroes are in- 
cluded in the White House’s 1,000-person-plus Press 
Corps. The consensus: organizations chopped D. C. 
bureau budgets at a time their presence could mean the 
most in legislative and governmental fields .. . When 
the Capital Press Club, which bills itself as the largest 
and oldest Negro press group in the country, sent a 30- 
person mission to meet President Kennedy at the White 
House, only one member was an accredited news-gath- 
erer. White House aides prevented the delegation from 
releasing a statement on civil rights 
since club officials got the appointment 
under the guise of a press group... De- 
spite what you hear, GOPers haven't 
learned the racial lesson from the cam- 
paign. Not a Negro was featured at the 
testimonial dinner attended by 6,000 in 
Washington, and no speaker mentioned 
civil rights. Among the few race din- 
ers: Cleveland Councilmen John Kel- 
logg and Earl Hooper. 
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Across The U. S.: Attention Elk leader George W. Lee! 
Dixie’s outstanding grad of the year well could be Lynn 
Fountain of High Point, N. C. She graduated last week 
from the city high school as the first Negro diploma- 
winner, an honor-roller with a straight-A average... 
When Freedom Riders ran into trouble in Mississippi, 
NAACP lawyer Wiley Branton (of Little Rock fame) and 
Jack Young handled the legal cases in Jackson... At 
the old Atlanta airport, an elderly Negro sat on a cotton 
bale and rang a bell to advertise the segregated restau- 
rant. Government sources report the man died and will 
not be replaced in the new airport ... Same old story: 
few Negro youngsters applying for the military acad- 
emies. There are many opportunities.

Already braving Dixie jailings and Eichmann-like efforts 
to snuff out their yearnings for first-class citizenship, Free- 
dom Riders were bearing the brunt of myths, half-truths, 
misinformation and just plain lies last week. 

In the dictionary of bigotry mere college kids had be- 
come wild-eyed anarchists, commitments to Christian 
democracy were treasonable, and the quest after justice 
was somehow unjust. Verbal attacks on Freedom Riders 
goose-stepped under 10 main banners. 

Freedom Riders are Communists: “The

—_— ocratic things going on in this country, 
argued Nashville’s Diane Nash, a veteran of last year’s 
sit-ins. Her colleague, Lucretia Collins, added: “We be- 
lieve in Christianity and Gandhism. That in itself refutes 
the charge.” 








Freedom Riders are Rabble Rousers: 

LIE NO. 2 Answered the Rev. C. Tindell Vivian of 
— Nashville, who said he was beaten on a 
Mississippi penal farm. “If Freedom Riders are rabble 
rousers, then so was Christ, so was Peter, so was Paul. The 
trouble was caused by those who hate and who fear. We 
have an inner security because our cause is just.” And 
New York’s Gov. Nelson Rockefeller noted: “I don’t see 
how we can biame these young people. In fact, I think we 
can’t help but admire them.”

Briton Labels Nationalism, Racial Bias Sins 

Both nationalism and racial prejudice are sins against 
God and offenses against the human race, British philoso- 
pher and historian Arnold J. Toynbee told Albion (Mich.) 
College graduates. “The prevailing religion today is na- 
tionalism,” he said., Toynbee described the “other scandal” 
of modern civilization as “the division of society into more 
privileged and less privileged social classes. The evil is 
at its worst when class divisions are based on differences 
of race.” 
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LABEL U. S. RACIAL VIOLENCE 


Recent violence against Freedom Riders in Alabama re- 
sounded virtually like a shot around the globe that dropped 
and sprayed shrapnel across the front pages of the world’s 
major news media in stories that dealt_U. S. prestige a 
severe blow. 

The “Battle of Alabama” drew heavy and sharp com- 
ment in all European news media. Strong, and predom- 
inantly negative, coverage ran the scale from immediate 
“horror and disgust” to longer-range concern that Ameri- 
can world policy was being seriously compromised. Many 
foreign papers deplored the long period of time the Negro 
has waited to achieve equal status in the U.S. 

A stark picture of violence was presented as well as some 
comments applauding the Federal Government’s prompt 
action in quelling the disturbances. 

A roundup of major world comment, compiled by the 
U. S. Information Agency, revealed: 

@ In Africa: American “slowness” in eliminating discrim- 
inatory practices was generally noted and the speed of 
action by the Justice Dept. was reported. 

@ In Latin America: Editorial comment generally con- 
demned strongly the action of segregationists. Non-Com- 
munist news coverage was sharply critical of the U. S. in 
general and of the South in particular. 
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Africans Determined To Be Free—B. Mays 

Stating African nations are determined to be free and 
on their own, Morehouse College President Dr. Benjamin 
E. Mays said in view of this determination it is beside the 
point to ask if they are ready. A member of the Peace 
Corps staff, Dr. Mays stated his views upon returning to 
Atlanta from a conference (in Addis Ababa, Ethiopia) of 
African states on the development of education in Africa.

In an effort to drive Portugal out of Angola, Ghanaian 
President Kwame Nkrumah urged a worldwide trade boy- 
cott and declared, in Accra, that the 46-nation Afro-Asian 
group in the UN work for a “positive, effective resolu- 
tion” in the Security Council when the Angola situation 
comes up for discussion. 
Son Of Late Mary Bethune Sparks MRA Meet 

Only through a moral revolution in the U. S. can an 
adequate answer be found to this nation’s problems, de- 
clared Albert Bethune Jr., son of the late, famed Mrs. 
Mary McLeod Bethune, who was founder of Bethune-Cook- 
man College and an advisor to U.S. Presidents. Addressing 
the 1,100 persons attending the World Assembly of Moral 
Re-Armament, in Crux, Switzerland, Bethune, who has 
participated in the sit-in demonstrations in the South, said 
that MRA is a conference “that is not concerned with who 
is right but with (what) is right. Men, by getting straight 
about themselves, are seeing that the real differences are 
not between black and white but between good and bad.”

“Negroes should kidnap and try South African 
Prime Minister Hendrik Verwoerd (champion of that 
nation’s strict segregation policy)” declared Sydney 
Williams, executive director of the Canadian Assn.

Honor Roll 
Charlayne Hunter and Hamilton Holmes, who inte- 
grated the University of Georgia, in Athens, made honor 
grades for their semester’s work. Hamilton received two 
A’s and a B-plus (in history, political science and physics 
respectively) and Miss Hunter (see page 50) received two 
A’s and a B (in marketing, advertising and history). 
Weaver Urges Students, Struggle For Lowest Man 
“The Negro’s struggle for realization of the promises of 
democracy should not be a self-centered approach,” Fed- 
eral Housing Administrator Robert C. Weaver told grad- 
uating Morehouse College seniors in Atlanta. “By achiev- 
ing equality of opportunity for the lowest man on the 
totem pole, we protect and strengthen the rights of all 
our people—white and black alike,” Weaver said. Indicat- 
ing some problems ahead, he said equal opportunity re- 
quires equal performance and urged Negroes to be pre- 
pared to compete on an equal basis. Dr. Weaver received 
an honorary Doctor of Laws degree after delivering the 
commencement address at the college for men.

Re- 
iterating his belief that 1954 Supreme Court decision 
against school segregation “was wrong at the outset 
and still wrong today,” Gov. Vandiver pointed out: 
“The City of Atlanta is under a court order, and no 
matter how much I might disagree with it, that court 
order in fact exists.” He added: “Unless the State of 
Georgia wants to secede from the United States and 
fire on Fort McPherson (Third Army headquarters) 
out here, we’ll have to obey that court order.”

Only Negro Physician In Hulbert, Okla. Dies 

Dr. George Wright Banks, only physician in Hulbert, 
Okla., died, and funeral services had to be held in the high 
school auditorium—the town’s largest meeting place—so 
all who wanted to pay last respects could attend. Once 
described as the “citizen Hulbert is proudest of,” the 76- 
year-old doctor was the community’s only physician and 
90 per cent of his patients were white. A former president 
of the Oklahoma Medical, Dental and Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, Dr. Banks was a native of Louisiana, attended 
Natchez College and received his medical degree from the 
University of West Tennessee in Memphis. 


Rap Bias In Baltimore Hospitals, Medical School 
Negro physicians in Baltimore complained about racial 
discrimination at famous Johns Hopkins Medical School 
and the city hospitals. Speaking at an “Institute on Dis- 
crimination and Bias” sponsored by the Interdenomina- 
tional Ministers’ Alliance, Dr. Ralph Young said Johns 
Hopkins never has had Negro medical students, interns 
or residents. However, he emphasized, the University of 
Maryland Medical School accepted its first Negro students 
in 1951 and has matriculated 19 since.

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Jobs Scarce, African Students Face Deportation 

Nearly 400 African students may be stranded in the 
South without homes or jobs this summer. And some— 
unless employment is forthcoming—face deportation. Ac- 
cording to Dr. William Brown, director of the African Stu- 
dents Emergency Program, jobs and homes must be found 
for one third of the Africans studying in the U. S., many 
of whom are in Atlanta, Little Rock, Institute, W. Va., and 
other southern areas. 

With less financial backing than other foreign students 
and unable to find work, the Africans were left homeless 
when campus dormitories closed for the summer and 
southerners declined to offer lodging. The African Stu- 
dents Emergency Program (475 Riverside Drive, New York 
27, N. Y.), one of five agencies tackling the problem, has 
initiated a three-point crash program, Dr. Brown told JET, 
aimed at obtaining 1) compiete hospitality, free room and 
board; 2) jobs, and 3) financial contributions to transport 
students (as a last resort) to the North, Midwest and West, 
where homes are available. 

Cleveland NAACP Maps Job-Bias Fight 

Urging Negroes to exert greater economic and social 
pressure on Cleveland businesses to get more and better 
jobs, NAACP Exec. Sec. Harold Williams announced plans 
to “undertake a program of action in the city based on 
demonstrations.” Speaking at a Housewives, Merchants 
and Shoppers League meeting, Williams said the hiring of 
Negroes for skilled positions has been moving too slowly. 
Powell’s Committee Told Of N. Y. Union Bias 

“We can’t do anything but pick-and-shovel” work, three 
Negro employees of Consolidated Edison Co. in New York 
testified before the House Committee on Education and 
Labor, headed by Adam Clayton Powell (D., N. Y.). The 
three said one of the largest unions (Local 12 of the Utility 
Workers Union) representing workers for the public serv- 
ice utility is “Jim Crow and lily-white” and bars Negroes 
from job advancement and policy-making positions.

Re-Indict 5 Texans On U. S. Defrauding Count 

Five former instructors of the Southwest School of 
Business Administration, in Dallas, were re-indicted by a 
Federal grand jury on charges of defrauding the govern- 
ment.

From its amaz- 
ing beginning to 
its sensational end- 
ing, the Italian 
film La Dolce Vita 
(The Sweet Life) is
